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Dip the rip  :  Five  cases  reported  during  the  year  -  all  were  sent  to 
hospital.  There  17a s  one  death. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  1938  a  number  of  cases  were  re¬ 
ported  in  children  attending  the  C.  E.  School. 

In  the  month  of  January,  1939 »  three  more  cases  were  notified 
I  decided  to  swab  the  throat  and  nose  of  all  the  scholars  and  teachers 
in  the  C.  E.  School. 

I  had  a  letter  from  the  County  M.O.H.  who  is  the  school  M.O. 
saying  he  was  unable  to  do  it  as  they  were  short  staffed.  I  took 
about  100  swabs  with  the  result  I  found  12f  carriers.  These  were 
treated  by  their  own  doctors  on  my  advice.  I  found  it  advisable  to 
take  both  throat  and  nasal  swabs  ns  in  10  cases  the  throat  swab  was 
negative  and  nasal  positive.  The  C.  E.  School  was  closed  from  22/3/39 
to  6 A/39. 

Most  of  the  ” carriers”  were  reported  negative  l/i|./39*  the 
others  on  15th  and  17th/4/39* 

The  schools  were  thoroughly  disinfected  -  all  pens,  pencils 
and  note  books  burned.

PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES

In  the  Urban  part  of  the  District,  the  House  Refuse  is  col¬ 
lected  weekly  by  the  Rural  District  Council.  A  galvanized  iron  dust¬ 
bin  has  been  provided  for  each  house  in  accordance  with  Notices  served 
by  the  Council.  In  the  Rural  parts,  the  Refuse  is  removed  by  the 
occupiers,  except  at  Woodhead  and  Crowden  districts,  where  it  is  re¬ 
moved  by  the  owners,  i.e.  The  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks 
Department.
